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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Applicant has amended the claims with the phrase " 
a separate fiimigant extraction means that is not connected to the fumigant inlet means" 
and specificational basis for this language was not found. Any negative limitation or 
exclusionary proviso must have basis in the original disclosure. See Ex parte Grasselli, 
231 USPQ 393 (Bd. App. 1983), affdmem., 738 F.2d453 (Fed. Cir. 1984). Also see 
MPEP 2173.05(1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AJPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-4, 7-9, 1 1-14, 16-18 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Smithyman et ah (U.S. Pat. No. 6,047,497)("Smithyman") for the reason 
set forth in the last Office action. 

The patent discloses, in column 7, lines 20-27, that 

Preferably, structure is provided to vent atmosphere from the regions 44a-44c to 
ambient air. As shown in FIG. 1 , a valve 64, optionally controlled by the 
controller 38, selectively places the common exhaust passage 48 in flow 
communication with a vent 66. The vent 66 is in flow communication with 
ambient air outside of the system and preferably includes a scrubber or filter 68 
for removing potentially dangerous gases, such as phosphine. 

Clearly this shows a separate flimigant extraction means that is not connected to the 
fumigant inlet means. While line 48 later joins the inlet means, the extraction means of 
line 66 is separate from those means. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 5, 6, 10, 15 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Smithyman in view of Blatchford (Australian Pat. No. 32801/95) for 
the reason set forth in the last Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/13/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. See comments above.
